Italy’s Hard Luck. 

Italy has had the hardest kind of time 
in her efforts to conquer and “retain 
possession of that portion of Africa which 
was apportioned te her in the s0-ca'led 
partition of Africa—that triumph of diplo- 
macy which is at the bottem of all the 
Sevuth African troubles and misunderstand- 
ings. 

There had been many serious misunder- 
standings before this, for the European na- 
tions recognizing the great wealth of the 
African continent and its great possible de- 
velopment have been in a squabble over 
boundary lines constantly. The result of 
this was a series of meetings at Berlin, 
Paris and Vienna, which ended in this so- 
called partition, but that partition was in 
many respects an unlucky one for Italy. 

The row over the ¢gouth African repub- 
lic and the defeat at the hands of Kruger, 
of Great Britain, had just drawn the acute 
attentfon of the world to south Africa 
when the rather indistinct rumors of the 
trouble which Italy was having with her 
possessions, which are cn the eastern coast 
and father north than the Transvaa'i, 
came to hand. 

When it came to the partition it was 
found that all the powers laid claim to 
the little strip of country, which af- 
terwards became the south African repub- 
lic, and which was considered of no value, 
so it was finally decided that the republic 
should be recognized as an independent 
power with its foreign relations under the 
control of Great Britain. 

Of all the pewers Italy has had the 
worst luck in Africa. By the terms of the 
partition each power was to conguer the 
porticn ‘allotted to her.

A LAW AGAINST 
GOLD CONTRACTS 


Governor McLaurin Sends a Special 
Message To Legislature, 


GIVES HIGH AUTHORITY 


Asks That Contracts Payable Exclu- 
sively in Gold Be Stopped. 


THE DANGER THAT IS IN THEM 


Silver and Gold Shouid Both Be Legal] 
Tender, He Says—Full Text of 
His Message.

Jackson, Miss., March 3.—Followirg is 
a special message from Governor McLaurin, 
which was read to both houses of the leg- 
islature today: 

“executive Office, Jackson, Miss., March 
3—To the Repre- 
sentatives:

I respectfully recommend for 
your consideration the suggestion that you 
enact such law as will prohibit the making 
hereafter of contracts payable exclusively 
Money is the bleod of trade and 
commerce, and anything that lends to ¢ce- 
stroy the money of the people is in dero-

of the prosperity of the state. 

“By the constitution of the United States 
(section 8 of article 1) the power is deie- 
gated to congress to coin money and regu- 
late its value. Proceeding under this au- 
thority and exercising this power, con- 
gress has coined a quantity of gold and 
silver and regulated its value, and 
people ought to have the right of the cir- 
culation of this coin as the money of the 
state. I say the people ought to have the 
right to the cireulation of this coin be- 
cause all the money thus coined is_ needed 
in the business of the country, and I may 
add a great deal more could be profitably 
utilized. 

“I do not suppose it will be seriously as- 
serted by any one that there is more cvin 
in the United States than is necessary to 
serve the uses of money in order to secure 
the greatest prosperity to all the people 
of this country. Nor do I suppose it will 
be seriously contended that the volume of 
money can be materially decreased without 
hurtful results. 

Where a Premium Arises. 

“If I am correct in this, then anything 
that is calculated to shrink the volume of 
money in use should be prevented. When 
debts are made payable in coin of one of 
these two metals instead of coin of both 
of them, it is to the extent of such debts, 
decreasing the volume of moncy. It also 
puts a premium upon. the coin in which 
the debts are made payable and discredits 
the other coin. If the debts made payable 
in one of these coins alor.e nhecome con- 
siderable in number and amount, a consid- 
erable amount of the discredited coin is 
driven out of circulation, and if such debts 
become general the greater part of its en- 
tire volume is retired.

Public Interest Is Involved. 

“The public interest is involved in the 
consequence of these contracts, if they 
should become general. The public is in- 
terested in anything that destroys the vol- 
ume of money upon which the people rely 
for exchange. You may use your own, so 
long as the use you make of it does not 
injuriously afiect the rights of others, but 
when the rights of the public are touched 
you must pause. So when the right to 
make contracts as one chooses is used to 
make contracts which, if they should be- 
come general, would drive out of circula- 
tlon a medium of exehange that is not 
only convenient, but necessary for the hbus- 
iness of this state, the public interest re- 
quires that such contracts shculd no 
longer be allowed. 

A Constitutional Equality. 

“It is not my purpose or desire to elab- 
orate this view of the subject, but to sug- 
gest it for your consideration, and if you 
reach the conclusion that an evil is threat- 
ened, I briefiy suggest to you that in fram- 
ing the constitution of the United States, 
the states before that time having power 
to make anything a legal tender, their 
power over the subject was restricted in 
the following language, in section 10, of 
article 1: 

‘¢ ‘No state shall make anything but 
gold and silver coin a legal tender in 


payment of debts.’ 

“The power to make the ccin had pre- 
viously in section 8, been delegated to con- 
power and made ccin and regulated its 
value, the power to make that ccin a legal 
tender the states have reserved. If the 
legislature shall enact a law that the gold 
and silver coin of the United States shall 
be a legal tender in payment of all debts 
hereafter contracted and that this shail 
apply to all debts (hereafter contracted) 
where the process of law or of the courts, 
state or federal, may be invoked for their 
collection in this state, and will be done 
that is in the power of the state to avoid 
an evil that, in my judgment, threatens 
great danger.

Washington, March 38.—The treasury 
goid reserve at the clese of business today 
stood at $124,397,292.. The withdrawals for

The treasury announces that of the $100.,- 
000,000 in gold for which the new bonds 
were sold, $96,775,182 in fold has been paid 
in. Since January 6th $36,681,52 in gold has 
been withdrawn from the treasury, of 
which $9,924,135 was for export and $2,- 
7o7,.628- was for “domestic use.”’ The cir- 
culation of all kinds of money in the 
United States decreased during the month 
of February $60,978,550, of which $53,969,995 
was in gold. This large decrease is due 
to the money having been paid into the 
treasury on the bond account. The total 
of all kinds of money in circulation on 
March 1st is placed at $1,528,742,057, or $21.59 
per capita.

He was waited upon yesterday by a dele- 
gation of women from the little hamlet 
of Guatao and the town of Punta Brava 
and heard with his own ears the story of 
the killing from the mothers, wives and 
sisters of the dead, and listened to the 
appeal for the lives and liberty of the 
fifteen prisoners. 

He has also received official notice from 
Consul General Williams that among the 
prisoners taken from the unfortunate 
town and now lodged in the Moro castle 
is an American citizen who was shot in 
the arm while hiding in his own house 
in the presence of his wife, and though 
unarmed and guilty of no act against 
Spain, was taken prisoner and held, for 
the military tribunal. The story of the 
killing of eighteen pacificos by the troops 
is confirmed beyond a question of a doubt 

A Blundering Arrest. 

In the endeavor to prevent it from being 
proclaimed to the world, the authorities 
made the bad blunder of arresting Charles 
Michelson, correspondent of The New York 
Journal, and his interpreter, Lorenzo Be- 
tancourt. They were taken from their beds 
at 2 a. m. on Tuesday, lodged in Moro 
castle “in communecade”’’ until Wednes- 
day atternoon, by which time the officials 
discovered that they had the wrong men. 

All the other American correspondents 
have been shadowed since, but even if the 
two who did go to Guatao are found out, 
it is doubtful if they will be arrested, for 
the reason that another arrest will be a 
confession that the first was a mistake. 

The author.ties also know that it is too: 
late to prevent the story going to the 
states and that they have no case against 
the men who went to Guatas, There have 
been stories of other affairs of a similar 
nature in various parts of the island, but 
owing to difficulties placed in the way of 


correspondents, it has been next to impos- ~ 


sible to verify them, and the assurances 
of the officials that they were untrue were 
given full weight. 

An Investigation. 

The affair at Punta Brava and Guatao, 
however, was within twelve miles of this 
city, and two American correspondents 
went to the two towns as soon as rumors 
of the nature of the occurrence was re 
ceived. The killing took place Saturday 
afternoon. The bodies had been buried 
on Sunday, but the earth was still moist 
on the graves when the correspondents 
reached the scene. 

They walked about the town, which was 
well nigh deserted, talked with neighbors 
and relatives of the dead, inspected the 
houses in which unarmed men had heen 
shot and bayoneted to death and women 
who prayed on their knees for the lives 
of their husbands and sons had been 
knocked insensible. The fronts of the 
houses showed no signs of having been 
fired upon as would have been the case 
if insurgents fought from thenr. No outer 
doors or windows were broken. All but 
half a dozen houses were thatched roof 
huts, affording no protection and from 
which no resistance could be made. The 
only building which could have been used 
for defense—the stone church—had not 
been entered 


Visible Evidence. 

There was every visible evidence that the 
stories of citizens, of wives and mothefs, 
most of whom were eye witnesses, wére 
correct, and further proof was furnished 
by Spanish volunteers who were present 
and helped lay out the dead. 

The correspondents took photographs 
of the streets, houses and cemetefy at 
Guatao and these are indisputable ptoof 
that no battle occurred in the town, as 
is now. claimed by the Spanish authorities, 
Putting together such facts as verified the 
affair at Guatao was plainly nothing but 
@ butchery. 

The Spanish troops under Captain Calvo 
met and dispersed a handful of insur- 


gents at the eastern entrance of the town . 


of Punta Brava, with no losses on either 
side. Some of the insurgents having taken 
the direction of Guatao, one mile south, 
the troops moved upon the town shooting 
right and left as they entered, killing the 
inhabitants who ran fronr their homes in 
alarm upon hearing the firinc. 

Others concealed themselves in bedrooms 
and in any place which seemed Iilkely. to 
help them avoid being uiscovered. Many 
men and women reached the woods in

Prince Pierre Troubetskoi, says a corre- 
spondent, who recently wedded Amelie 
Rives-Chanier, is half an American, his 
mother having been Miss Ada Winans, 
of New York. His life has been mainly 
passed in Italy, where he was born and 
where he studied the art that has won 
him much renown. His father was a 
wealihy Russian nobleman who met Miss 
Winans while he was studying music in 
italy, and was soon after married to her.

Day after day she and her 
little band of women marched out as a 
target for sticks and stones, and day after 
day they marched back very much bruised, 
but still full of cheerful enthusiasm. It 
was on one of these occasions that Eva 
Booth’s powers of diplomacy first revealed 
themselves.

Mrs. James W. Green, of Culpeper, Va., 


pardon of Albert Green, colored, who was 
convicted of murder in this city a number 
of years ago, and who was sentenced to 
death, but whose sentence was commuted to 
life imprisonment in the Albany peniten- 
tiary by President Harrison.
